For 
this however, there seems to have been no rea- 
son of any value. So far as I have been able 
to gain imformation concerning the subject,the 
disuse was originated at first, and has been 
gradually extended, by mere inattention, nor 
is itcapable, so far as I know, of any de- 
fence.”

Speeial Previdences, 

The late national Fast has been the occasion of 
calling forth, from different quarters, remarks which 
show that there is not a little of scepticism in the 
public mind touching those special providences of 
God which give occasion for public fasting and 
prayer. A specimen of such remarks may be found 





in the last Christian Examiner. The writer says, 
«The highest religious philosophy teaches chat there 
are no special providences, because there is a gener: | 
and universal providence.” 

But what do we mean by special providences? 
Certainly not any thing which a universal and par- 
ticular providence excludes. We assume it as a first 
principle, that all events in great and small, 
under the direction of Providence. And yet there is 
a class of extraordinary events, adapted to make an 
e\traordinary impression of the divine hand and will 
upon our minds, which it is proper to call special 
providences,

These are not necessarily miraculous, 
i.e, above nature or contrary to nature. Of the 
pligues of Egypt some were miracles and some were 
produced through natural causes, but all were spe 
cil providences. From these instances we may get 
a clefinition, Special providences are special visita- 
tious of God in judgment, or

events, this event does not show his band any more 
than any other,

‘There is something here which im- 
presses the mind with awe, which tells of an all-see- 
ing God detecting crime—which tells of the heimous- 
ness of the sin committed, and of the suitableness an: 
severity of the answering judgment. And so we read 
that great fear came upon all the church, and upon 
as many as heard these things. Here was a special 
providence—in that there was a design of God to 
make aspecial moral impression, by a surprising 
event, coming through hidden causes, and inflicting 
a special severity of judgment. 

It is not in all cases necessary that the immediate 
links in the chain of second causes should be hid from 
our sight in order to answer the end of a special 
providence. When clouds of locusts were sent in 
special judgment upon a people, the generating of 
each one of those insects must have been by a well 
known law, and yet there would be something won- 
derful and inscrutable in the causes that bad at such 
a time produced such a deluge of them, or had econ- 
centrated upon one locality the armies that usually 
had had a harmless distribution through many na- 
tions. So of the reptiles and vermin that constituted 
some of the plagues of Egypt. Their occurrence in 
itself was a common event, but their occurrence at 
that time and at the word of God’s messenger, and 
in such a living deluge, was a source of astonish- 
ment. 

But it it objected that all God's works of provi- 
denee come out in the development of an eternal and 
changeless plan, True. Nor do special providences 
imvolve any change of God's plans. The fall and 
redemption of man come under the head of special 
providences, and no less in pursuance of a plan laid 
before the foundation of the world. It is not necessa- 
ry that God should turn from his predetermined 








course, or that the event which comes to us so strange 
and unforeseen, should be so to him. ‘Those sharp 
angles in bis course of dealings with us, are parts of | 
his forelaid plan. He may have the same animad- 
version and resentment of the special wickedness of 
men in applying a special rod of chastisement, as if 
he had no previous knowledge that there would be 
oecasion for such arod. This he actually did, when 
his wrath kindled the fires for exterminating the Ca- 
naanites, according to a purpose disclosed to Abram 
centuries before. In his eternal plan, he assigns a 
time and a place for every act. Yet when executing 
that plan in time, be acts in view of the farts and 
dispositions of men as they then exist; and all his 
acts towards men are indications of the then present 
intent of bis mind. So that whatever event is to us) 
surprising and unlooked for, is not so to him. It\ 
comes out in the orderly evolution of his grand 
scheme of manifesting himself to men through bis 
works, and yet it is as truly bis animadversion upon 
the conduct of men, as if it had been extemporized 
fir the oceasion. 

Hut here it will be asked—If God sends a pesti- 
lence in pucsuance of bis unchanging plan, how can 
our prayers avail for its removal? This question 
may be answered by asking a parallel one—If God 
oes every thing according to a forelaid and eternal 
} lan, how can our prayers avail for any thing? ‘They 
avail, because they are eternally present to the mind 
ot God, and so in the order of nature are in his mind 
before the determination is made, whether or not to 
grant the thing requested. Every true prayer that 
is yet to be offered, has been foreseen by him, and 
has already had an effeet upon bis mind. In other 
words, all the actions of all human minds being ever 
present before bim in that “eternal now” in which 
he exists, all prayer must have been before bim when 
he formed the plan of events whieh come to us in 
answer to prayer. So when it came into God's eter- 
nal plan to send that special providence upon Nine- 
veh which was experienced in the preaching of Jo- 
nah, it also came into his plan to forbear the 
destruction threatened in view of the humiliations 
and supplications of the Ninevites. So of prayer for 
the removal of any judgment, it is effectual, in that it 
is eternally present in the mind of God as a reason 
for granting the request—and as that without which 
it would not be granted.

Deaths of Distinguished Men. 


We give below a catalogue of a few of the distin- 
guished men of our country who have departed this 
life the present season. 

President Polk, ‘Tennessee; Gen. Worth, U. S. 
Army; Hon. Albert Gallatin, New York ;—this triad 
of names was familiar throughout the civilized world; 
Hon. Joshua Forman, New York, one of the projec- 
tors of the Erie Canal, and the founder of the city 
of Syracuse; Mr. Cyrus Butler, an old citizen of 
Providence, the chief benefactor of the Insane Hos- 
pital that bears his name, and one of the wealthiest 
men in New England ; Hon. Gabriel H. Ford, Mor- 
ristown, N, J., who was the oldest surviving mem- 
ber of the New Jersey Bar, and for half a century its 
ornament ; Hon. Stephen Longfellow, Portland, Me., 
& graduate of Harvard College in the class of Judge 
Story and others, and for many years at the head of 
the Cumberland Bar; S.S. Seward, Esq., Orange 
Co. N. Y., the venerable father of Hon. William 
Seward. 

The following persons of distinction have died 
during the past two or three weeks: 

Mr. Henry Colman, the distinguished American 
Agriculturist, at Islington, near London; Lemuel 
Pomroy, Esq., Pittsfield, a wealthy and public- 
spirited manufacturer of that place; Col. Washing- 
ton Cushing, South Hingham, in his 74th year ; Dr. 
Fisher, at sea, in the Sarah Sands. He was the first 
proprietor and editor of the New York Albion, and 
has been for several years past the Government 
printer for the district of Quebee, to which city he 
was bound ; Dr. Brigham, Superintendent of the 

Asylum for the Insane at Utica, N. Y., and brother 
of Rev. Dr. Brigham, one of the Secretaries of the 
American Bible Society ; Hon. A. Newman, a mem- 
ber of Congress from Virginia ; the last two gentle- 
men died on Saturday last. 

‘The removal from earth of so many eminent men 
within so brief a period, calls to mind the words of 
the prophet, which seem to apply here to our own 
land, ‘Phe Lord, the Lord of Hosts doth take away 
the stay and the staff, the mighty man and the man 


of war, the judge and the prophet, and the prudent, | 


and the ancient, the honourable man and the coun- 
sellor and the eloquent orator.”

Much 
was saul of the privileges they had enjoyed in that 
institution, and a beautiful and affectionate tribute 
was paid to those old teachers who still survive to 
receive the grateful homage of their numerous pu- 
pils. Here the preacher branched off into ar elo- 
quent plea in behalf of due reverence to age and 
hoary hairs. As another cause of gratitude, he allud- 
ed to the enjoyments which alleviate the labours of 
the ministerial vocation ; and here he paid a passing 
tribute to the domestic affections which grace the 
homes of the Congregational ministers of New E.ng- 
land. 


Dr. B. proceeded, under the second head of his 





discourse, to speak of moral courage or fearlessness 
in duty, maintaining that gratitude and courage are 
conjoined in nature as well as in his text. This 
grateful courage ought to be excited by witnessing | 
the union of so many engaged in the same good | 
work; by reflecting on the power of union as well as 
the power of the truth and the Spirit of God; by 
dwelling on the divine promises connected with the 
preaching of the Gospel ; and by providential oceur- 
rences which at this time favour the success of| 
preaching. 

In his closing reflections, Dr. B. urged the need of 
this grateful courage in ministers, in order that they 
may faithfully apply the principles of the Gospel to 
the work of moral reform ; that they may encourage 
the passive as well as the active graces of the Chris- 
tian character ; and that they may stir up their gift in 
the preaching of the Gospel.

Essex, Conn., Avoust, 1849. 
To the Editors of the Puritan Recorder, 

Here I am, in this little borough of the well 
known town of Saybrook, rusticating,—grow- 
ing rusty, I am fully conscious, faster than I 
have for a long time past. Perhaps, however, 
the physical man is gaining vigor, and it was 
to recuperate its energies, and not those of the 
mind, that I came hither. If it were the latter 
that had been living on short allowance, and 
that needed to be turned out to luxuriate in rich 
pasturage, I should not have selected this por- 
tion of New England.
